By HARRY S. TRUMAN 
Thirty-third President of the United States. 


SIXTH ARTICLE. 


: IS A MIGHTY leap from the Vice Presidency 
to the Presidency when one is forced to make it 
without warning. 


Under the present system, a Vice President can- 
not equip himself to become President merely by vir- 
tue of being second in rank. Ideally, he should be 
equipped for the Presidency at the time he is elected 
as Vice President. The voters, instead of considering 
a Vice Presidential candidate as a sort of appendage to 
the Presidency, should select him as a spare Chief 
Executive. As such he ‘should be kept fully informed 
of all the major business transacted by the President. 


John Tyler was the first Vice President to succeed to the 
Presidency as the result of the death of the Chief Executive. 
Tyler’s brother was the father of my great-grandmother, and 
the whole Tyler family is mixed up with both sides of my 
father’s family. I never held a high opinion of John Tyler, 
although he did bring Texas into the Union. 


No Vice President Ever Prepared. 


No Vice President is ever properly prepared to take over 
the Presidency, because of the nature of our Presidential. or 
executive, office. The President is the man who decides every 
major domestic policy, and he is the man who makes foreign 
policy and negotiates treaties. In doing these things, it would 
be very difficult for him to take the second man in the gov- 
ernment—the Vice President—completely into his confidence. 
The President, by necessity, builds his own staff, and the 
Vice President remains an outsider, no matter how friendly 
the two may be. There are many reasons for this, but an im- 
portant one is the fact that both the President and Vice Presi- 
dent are, or should be, astute politicians, and neither can take 
the other completely into his confidence. 


Very few Vice Presidents have been in complete agree- 
ment with the policies of the President with whom they have 
served. The fact that both the President and the Vice Presi- 
dent are nominated and elected makes for a formal relation- 
ship despite appearances between the two. Woodrow Wilson 
fell out with Vice President Marshall in 1917-1918. In Hard- 
ing’s administration Coolidge was Vice President, and I be- 
lieve there was little warm feeling between them. When 
Coolidge was elected President, he had Charles G. Dawes as 
Vice President, and the two were not close. After Hoover 
was elected President, he and Vice President Curtis were not 
very congenial. 


G.O.P. Senators Ask to Be Briefed. 


On the sixth morning of my Presidency, that is, on April 
18th—a group of leading Republican Senators, headed by 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, called on me. After I had 
delivered my message to Congress, I had invited them to 
come and talk to me about the general situation. They were 
cordial and kind at this meeting, and we talked about the 
manner in which we were carrying on the war. 

“Speaking for the Republicans,” Senator Taft remarked, 
“we would be glad to be called in from time to time, and we 
think it would be useful to you if we were briefed.” 

I replied that I would be glad to do as he suggested. 
I always found Senator Taft to be a highly ethical, straight- 
forward and honorable man. I held him in the highest respect. 
He was a man of his word, and whenever he told me that he 
was satisfied to go along with me, I always knew he would. 
From my point of view, of course, he was a violent partisan, 
and I disagreed with him strongly on what the role of govern- 
ment was in relation to the people. Nevertheless, he was an 
important member of the Senate who represented and spoke 
for his side vigorously and ably. 

He was the son of a Republican President and was 
shrewdly able to use this fact to advantage in exploiting the 
Republican viewpoint. He had a sense of dynasty. Like 
John Quincy Adams and Benjamin Harrison, he wanted to 
keep the Presidency in the family. 

I had been pleased and relieved to have Steve Early, Bill 
Hassett, Jonathan Daniels and Judge Rosenman offer to stay 
on and help me get things organized. I needed their experi- 
ence in tackling the never-ending flow of paper work. I had 
also sent for Charles Ross, a former classmate, who was in 
Washington as contributing editor of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. It was he who now was ushered in, and I offered 
him the post of Press Secretary, a position for which both his 
personality and his experience well fitted him. He was inter- 
ested, I knew, but he asked for a little time in which to con- 
sider it, and said he would talk it cver with*his publisher. 

Another full day was coming to a close, and I gathered 
together the papers I needed to take with me.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30 (AP) 
—The United States Court of 
Military Appeals today upheld 
the conviction and 10-year sen- 
tence given Cpl. Edward S. 
Dickenson for collaborating 
with his Communist captors in 
Korea. 

The decision by the three- 
man court was unanimous. 

Chief Judge Robert E. Quinn 
said in the court’s opinion that 
the court-martial which con- 
victed Dickenson had before it 
adequate evidence that Dicken- 
son had informed on fellow 
prisoners and otherwise had 
curried favor with the Commu- 
nists. 

Dickenson, 24-year-old soldier 
from Crackers Neck, Va., was 
| ried by court-martial in the 

spring of last year. 

He was one of 23 American 
prisonets of war who at first 
chose to.remain with the Com- 
munists after the Korean ar- 
mistice. Shortly thereafter, 
Dickenson changed his mind 
and returned to this country. 

The court martial ordered 
him dishonorably discharged, 
without pay or allowances, as 
well as sentencing him to 10 
years at hard labor. 

An Army review board up- 
held the conviction in July 1954. 

Dickenson’s attorneys then 
petitioned the Court of Military 
Appeals, which is the supreme 
court for servicemen, to reverse 
the conviction, 

Refusing to do so, the court 
rejected Dickinson's con- 
tentions that ‘he code of mil- 
itary justice did not apply in 
his case and that the evidence 
at the court martial was not 
sufficient to justify .his convic- 
tion. 

The court noted, too, that 
there was no contention that 
|Dickenson was physically co- 
erced by his captors.

Thomas said. 

Thomas personally decided to 
review the Landy case after it 
Stirred up a national furor. | 
Some Congressmen and private | 
organizations severely criticized 
the Navy’s original decision to 
deny the commission. 

In his formal decision, Thom- 
as discounted the possibility | 
that Landy’s association with | 
his mother might have made | 
him unfit for service in the 
Navy. 

“There is no indication that 
he has ever been influenced by 
her in a_ subversive way, 
Thomas said. : 

‘Common Sense’ Judgment. 

He pointed out that Navy in- 
structions are that there shall 
be an “over-all common sense” 
judgment on whether to accept 


or reject men for naval service. | 


“My common sense evalua- 
tion of the information leads 
me to the conclusion that Mid- 
shipman Landy is qualified for 
a commission in the naval re- 
serve,” the Secretary said. 

Landy graduated second in 
his class on Aug. 5 but had to 
stand by wh.le classmates re- 
ceived reserve commissions.

On the morning of April 20th I found that I was faced | 


with what I was told was the longest list of scheduled callers 
in the memory of any member of the executive office staff. 

- Shortly before noon, Dr. Stephen S. Wise, chairman of the 
American Zionist Council, came in to talk to me about the 
Jewish victims of Nazi persecution and the serious problem of 


the resettlement of the refugees, which led naturally to a dis- | 


cussion of a proposed Jewish state and homeland in Palestine. 
Since I was in agreement with the expressed policy of the 
oosevelt administration on Palestine, I told Rabbi Wise that 
would do everything possible to carry out that policy. I had 
carefully read the Balfour Declaration in which Great Britain 
was committed to a homeland in Palestine for the Jews. I had 
— ae myself with the history of the question of a Jewish 
omeland and the position of the British and the Arabs. I was 
skeptical, as I read over the whole record up to date, about some 
of the views and attitudes assumed by the “striped pants boys” 
jn thé State Department. It seemed to me that they didn’t care 
enough about what happened to the thousands of displaced per- 
sons who were involved. It was my feeling that it would be 
possible for us to watch out for the long-range interests of our 
coun while, at the same time, helping these unfortunate vic- 
tims of persecution to find a home. And before Rabbi Wise left, 
I believe I made this clear to him. 


Policy Meeting on Relations With Russia. 

‘At noon I held an important policy meeting on our relations 
with Soviet Russia. Ambassador Harriman had just returned 
from-his post in Moscow, and with Secretary of State Stettin- 
jus, Under Secretary of State Joseph C. Grew, and Charles E. 
Bohlen, the Department’s Russian expert, he attended the con- 
ference in my office. 

I thanked Harriman for the vital service he had performed 
fn connection with inducing Molotov to attend the San Francisco 
conference, Then I asked him to tell us what the most urgent 
problems were in relation to the Soviet Union. 

The Soviet Union, Harriman replied, had two policies whieh 
they thought they could successfully pursue at the same time. 
One was the policy of cooperation with the United States and 
Great Britain, and the second was the extension of Soviet control 
over neighboring states by independent action. 

In Harriman’s opinion the Soviet government had no wish 
to break with the United States because they needed our help 
in their reconstruction program. He felt, for this reason, we 
could stand firm on important issues without running serious 
risks. 

At this point I stopped Harriman to say that I was not 
afraid of the Russians and that I intended to be firm. I would 
be fair, of course, and anyway the Russians needed us more 
than we needed them. 

Ambassador Harriman continued that, in his judgment, we 
were faced with a “barbarian invasion of Europe.” He was 
convinced that Soviet control over any foreign country meant 
not only that their influence would be paramount in that 
country’s foreign relations but also that the Soviet system with 
its secret police and its extinction of freedom of speech would 
prevail. In his opinion we had to decide what our attitude 
would be in the face of these unpleasant facts. 

* He added that he was not pessimistic for he felt that it 
was possible for us to arrive at a workable basis with the 
R ns. He believed that this would require a reconsideration 
of Our policy and the abandonment of any illusion that the 
Soviet government was likely soon to act in accordance with 
thes principles to which the rest of the world held in inter- 
national affairs. Harriman observed that obviously in any 
infernational negotiations there is give and take, and both sides 
make concessions.

Mr. Molotov answered that as an advocate of the Crimean | 
decisions his government stood by them and that it was a 


'matter of honor for them. His government felt that the good 


basis which existed was the result of former work and that it | 
offered even brighter prospects for the future. The Soviet 


| government, he added, was convinced that all difficulties could | 


be overcome. 

I replied sharply that an agreement had been reached on | 
Poland and that there was only one thing to do and that was | 
for Marshal Stalin to carry out that agreement in accordance | 
with his word. | 

Molotov said that Marshal Stalin, in his message of April | 
7th, had given his views on the agreement, and added that he | 
personally could not understand why, if the three governments 
could reach an agreement on the question of the composition | 
of the Yugoslav government, the same formula could not be | 
applied in the case of Poland. 

Replying sharply again, I said that an agreement had been | 
reached on Poland and that it only required to be carried out | 
by the Soviet government. I expressed once more the desire 
of the United States for friendship with Russia, but I wanted | 
it clearly understood that this could only be on a basis of the 
mutual observation of agreements and not on the basis of a 
one-way street.

Discussion of A-Bomb With Stimson. 


At noon on the 25th I saw Secretary of War Stimson, one | 
of the very few men responsible for the setting up of the atomic | 
bomb project. He said he thought it necessary for him to share | 
his thoughts with me about the revolutionary changes in warfare | 
that might result from the atomic bomb and the possible effects | 
of such a weapon on our civilization. | 


I listened with absorbed interest, for Stimson was a man 
of great wisdom and foresight. He went into considerable detail 
in describing the nature and the power of the projected weapon. 
If expectations were to be realized, he told me, the atomic 
bomb would be certain to have a decisive influence on our 
relations with other countries. And if it worked, the bomb, in 
all probability, would shorten the war. 

Stimson seemed at least as much concerned with the role 
of the atomic bomb in the shaping of history as in its capacity 
to shorten this war. As yet, of course, no one could positively

This was a lower percentage 
than in any other comparable 
period since the end of World 
War II except for the January- 
August period of 1951, when the 
percentage was 0.22 of working 
time lost due to strikes. 

Through August this year, the 
department erported, 2,190,000 
workers lost 17,400,000 days of 
work in 2950 stoppages. 

This compared with 16,600,000 
work days lost during the first 
eight months of 1954, olving 
1,200,000 in 2628 stoppages.

lyn Bridge to Ebbets Fveld, | 
Where the National League 
champion Dodgers scored 
their first victory, 8 to 3. 

Podres, flashing a fast ball. 
sharp curve and a dandy change 
of pace that bothered the 
Bronx Bombers, held the Amer- | 
icah Leaguers to seven hits and 
was backed by an attack of 11 
blows, including a single, dou- 
ble and home run by Roly-Poly 
Campanella, who busted out of 
his series batting slump. 

The victim of the robust 
Dodger offense which provided 
a victory by five runs, their 
largest margin in eight World 
Series this century, was big 
Bob Turley, East: St. Louis 
righthander, and a succession 
of three other Yankee hurlers 
who tried in vain to hold the 
National League pennant win- 
ners, an over-due ball club. 

Turley Removed in Second. | 

Turley, a 17-13 American 
League winner making his first 
series appearance, left under 
fire in the . second inning 
charged with four runs as a re- | 
sult largely of wildness, though 
Campanella reached him for his | 
homer, the Brooklyn catcher’s 
third in Series competition. 
Turley forced in a run with a 
walk and so did his first re- 
placement, long Tom Morgan, 
in a second inning in which the 
Dodgers assumed a 4-2 lead 
they never gave up. 

Podres, only a 10-10 hurler 
during a season in which he 
was handicapped first by a sore 
arm and then badly bruised 
ribs when, of all things, a bat-- 
ting cage ran into him, walked | 
only two (Phil Rizzuto twice) 
and fanned six Yankees with 
his hard stuff and deceptive 
let-up. 

A delighted crowd of 34,209, 
obviously pro-Brooklyn, saw the 
young southpaw settle down 
after a second inning in which 
Mickey Mantle, playing despite 
a thigh injury he still favored, 
walloped a homer, his fifth in 
World Series play, and Bill 
Skowron followed with a double 
that became a game-tying un- 
earned run when Campanella 
dropped a throw at the plate. 

Two Safeties by Skowron. 

Skowron was the only Yankee 
with more than one hit, get- 
ting a single in addition to his 
double. For the Dodgers, who 
collected seven walks and had 
the benefit of a hit batsman, 
Jackie Robinson gave Cam-| 
panella considerable assist of- 
fensively by starting two scor- 
ing innings with a single and 
couble. 

Umpiring assignments this 
time had Jim Honochick of the 
American League behind the 
plate. Frank Dascoli, National, 
wes at first base; Bill Summers 
ef the American at second and 
Lee Ballanfant of the National 
rt third.

Mantle, a switch-hitter who 
has been on the sidelines with 
an injured right leg, was a sur- 
prise starter of the third game 
today at Ebbets Field, won by 
Brooklyn 8-3. 

He lashed a 400-foot homer 
into the centerfield stands in 
the second inning, but hit into 
a double play in the sixth in- 
ning with two men on base and 
none out. He was an easy out 
as he limped to first base. 

Stengel, however, was dis- 
inclined to blame the Yankees’ 
defeat on any such develop- 
ment as this. 

“They got better pitching, 
that’s all,” Casey said. ~- ‘That 
Podres was plenty sharp out 
there. It was the pitch that 
made Mickey hit into a double 
play, not his leg. It would have 
been a double play probably 
regardless of who hit the ball.”

In addition, Wayne pointed 
out that electricity as such rep- 
resents only a small part of the 
total industrial picture of any 
nation.

technical assistance

now available, to them. This 
would enable them to increase 
their industrial prowess in many 
fields.

The Guide for Defense 

President Eisenhower will probably be absent 
from most of the budget-making sessions of his 
Administration between now and January. This 
consequence of his heart attack is already arous- 
ing speculation. Will the effect be to strengthen 
the hand of Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey, and therefore to intensify the pressure 
for cuts in defense spending, in the interest of 
balancing the budget? 

Nobody can answer that question now, but 
there is no doubt as to what the soundest na- 
tional defense policy will be Curing the critical 
months ahead. 

Diplomatic negotiations will be under way 
during these months, looking toward a possible 
settlement of some international controversies. 
But unless and until firm agreements are 
reached which pave the way for general dis- 
armament, unilateral reductions in our defense 
effort cannot be risked. 

Our military expenditures, therefore, should 
be based upon the strategic requirements of the 
world situation, and not upon any rigid ideas 
as to the amount of military spending that will 


! 


fit into a, preconceived budget, balanced or. 


otherwise. The guide should be national se- 
curity, not a. budget ceiling. 

Secretary of Defense Wilson is now reported 
to have decided against trying to slash another 
billion dollars out of the current. year’s defense 
spending, as he was being urged to do by 
Secretary Humphrey and the Bureau of the 
Budget. 

This makes sense. When the current budget 
was being made up last year, the armed services 
insisted that a spending total of $35,750,000,000 
would be required to perform the missions 
assigned them by the National Security Council. 
The President’s budget assigned them this total, 
but then deducted from it an “unallocated re- 
duction” of $1,750,000,000. In effect, the budget- 
makers told Secretary Wilson that he could 
snend $34,000,000,000 for $35,750,000,000 worth 
of national defense. 

Mr. Wilson accepted that directive, but fo 
apply still another $1,000,000,000 cut would be 
virtually impossible without impairing defense 
readiness. Indeed, Mr. Wilson now says the 
$34,000,000,000 goal itself may be exceeded by 
half a-billion dollars, and therefore he sees little 
prospect of balancing the budget. 

Secretary Humphrey, responding no doubt to 
the expressions of concern which followed news 
that he was pressing for more cuts, declares that 
he seeks only housekeeping economies, and nene 
that would impair effective military strength. 

Certainly everybody favors constant war on 
waste in the defense establishment as in other 
branches of government. But arbitrary budget 
ceilings are not the way to achieve that end. 

The way to avoid impairing defense readiness 
is to grant defense needs unquestioned priority 
over balancing the budget for the purpose of 
handing out an election-year tax cut. 
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After Two Outs, No Doubts 


Strategy could have won the second World 
Series game for the Yankees, but it was style 
that really did it, the style of a team accustomed 
to winning the big ones. Such a team has the 
talent for staging a big inning, a series of explo- 
sions at the plate good for enough runs to pu 
the game on ice once and for all.

But you ¢an’t credit Stengel with 
the foreknowledge that Loes would hit Robinson 
with a pitched ball. So the decision is in favor 
of style, the high style that-starts the big inning 
with two out. 

Indeed Yankee style was asserting itself even 
before Stengel’s master-minding. A double play 
had wiped out two-thirds of the New Yorkers’ 
chances. But then Berra blooped out a single. 
Collins walked. Howard singled, likewise Martin. 
So two runs were home before the managerial 
by-play. After that Robinson was waved to first, 
and Pitcher Tommy Byrne whacked out another 
single for two more runs—and the Yankees right 
there had doubled the fruits of nine innings of 
Brooklyn labor. 

There was a’marked St. Louis flavor to the 
feat. Berra was born here, Howard is a local 
voter, and Byrne is an old Brownie. After the 
Dodgers had eked out a run in their half of that 
fourth inning, Berra started the counter-attack, 
and Byrne put matters beyond doubt.

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In Spite of Handicaps 

A reduced aid burden, an increased tax in- 
come, and a stronger national defense—those 
are three good reasons for employing the physi- 
cally handicapped at jobs for which they are un- 
handicapped. So the chairman of the President's 
Committee for Employment of the Physically 
Handicapped, Maj. Gen. Melvin J. Maas, spoke 
a demonstrable fact when he said it was not only 
good democracy but also good business. 

World War II showed as never before how 
valuable the physically handicapped could be to 
the manpower of a nation. Plants like General 
Motors, for instance, employed a polio-crippled 
worker as a draftsman, a deaf-mute as a repair- 
man, blind men to run punch presses and weld 
on tail fins for bazooka rockets, Those who are 
handicapped in some way are estimated to num- 
ber more than 1,900,000. Their employment, in 
addition to producing of itself, releases unhandi- 
capped workers for other work. 

Instead of being a burden on public charity, 
employed handicapped workers are self-support- 
ing and taxpayers. In one plant 11 blind workers 
who would have been drawing more than $600 
a month in aid to the blind if they had been idle 
were instead paying the Government $500 a 
month in income withholding tax—at a net gain 
of $1100 a month to their fellow-taxpayers. 

Gen. Maas is a former Minnesota Congressman 
whose own continuing usefulness is living proof 
whereof he speaks—he has been blind for the 
past four years, His visit here to open National 
Employ the Physically Handicapped Week serves 
to call public attention to a fine piece of work 
which has quietly been going on in St. Louis 
for more than a decade. The Greater St. Louis 
Employ the Physically Handicapped Committee 
estimates that it has helped obtain jobs for 
20,000 persons since it was organized in 1944. 

For this accomplishment its chairman, John 
J. Griffin, was presented with a commendation 


certificate by Gen, Maas. That Is a commenda- 
tion in which everyone will warmly join, and 
particularly those who have been helped to 
continue being useful citizens with that greatest 
of all senses, the sense of accomplishment. 
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Still Grounded 


Secretary of the Navy Charles S. Thomas 
blames procurement policies dating back to the 
Truman Administration for the Navy's troubles 
with Demon jet fighter planes.

Millions of dollars are tied up in grounded 
planes and unused engines. 

Secretary Thomas promised an investigation, 
and having made one, says the difficulty dates 
back to commitments of 1951 and a contract let 
in 1952. He says new procurement policies will 
“prevent a recurrence-of such a situation.” 

This statement does not explain why the situa- 
tion was allowed to endure long after 1952. 

It does not explain why the Navy did not use 
cancellation clauses to cancel its contract but 
went on with production of engines and frames. 

It does not explain why the Navy did not halt 
shipment of the Westinghouse engines when 
they began to give trouble after the first flight 
in late 1953. 

It does not explain what the Navy did to sal- 
vage the situation or the taxpayers’ money in 
1954, for the Navy accepted delivery of the en- 
gines up to last June. 

No doubt the problem of the Demon and its 
engine originated in the Truman Administration. 
But since political implications have been 
dragged into the case, it must be noted that very 
little was done to correct the situation during the 
Eisenhower Administration. 

In later comment, Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson observed that war preparations are 
often wasteful, and added, “I don’t hold anyone 
responsible.” 

This statement hardly satisffes the need for 
an explanation either. But it is at least more 
logical than holding the previous Administration 
responsible for a costly program that extended 
well into this one, 
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How to Name a Hurricane 

For some time there have been murmurs of 
discontent among the citizenry on account of the 
relatively new practice of giving hurricanes 
women’s names, Connie, Diane, Janet, Ione, etc. 
boa come and gone like the Amazons they were, 
ussies, windbags and troublemakers all. 

Now the esteemed Daily Plainsman, of Huron, 
S.D., affirms that while it is appropriate for a 
woman to take the name of a high wind, as in 
the case of Miss Gale Storm, an actress, it is 
not appropriate for a high wind to take the name 
of a woman. Hurricanes should be named after 
sedatives, The Plainsman concludes. Hurricane 
Bufferin, Hurricane Ephedrine, etc. 

As far as we are concerned, a hurricane is no 
more soothing than it is alluring—which is an- 
other way of saying that it is no more sedative 
than it is feminine. The proper names for hurri- 
canes are to be found, say we, in the onomato- 
poeia of the comic pages. Hurricane Slam. Hurri- 
cane Bang. Hurricane Whoosh, Hurricane Zowie. 
And suchlike words being as endless as hurri- 
canes themselves, they ought to come out even. 
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Aids to Public Confidence 


Several of our readers take us to task sharply 
today for our editorial of last Tuesday on the fall 
in the stock market, following President Eisen- 
hower’s heart attack. One of these letter writers 
goes so far as to suggest that we might be intend- 
ing to undermine public confidence! 

We expressed concern about.rapid rises in 
stock prices and precipitate falls in part because 
of the relation of the market to countless people 
through institutional investors. Sam Dawson, 
Associated Press business and financial writer, 
said in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch that the volume 
of institutional transactions has increased 60 
per cent in the last three years. He said also 
that 39 per cent of institutional trading is in 
blocks of 1000 shares or more. 

How intimately this ties into the financial wel- 
fare of millions of people can be seen at once 
when the term “institutional investor” is de- 
fined. For such investors include, as Mr. Daw- 
son lists them, pension funds, life, fire and cas- 
ualty insurance companies, mutual savings 
banks, mutual funds, personal trusts, estates, 
guardianships, investment clubs, educational in- 
stitutions, religious foundations and profit-shar- 
ing plans. 

As for the roles of the Federal Reserve Board 
and the Securities and Exchange Commission, 
they are, of course, set by acts of Congress. The 
Federal Reserve was created following the finan- 
cial distresses of 40 years ago. The SEC was 
set up after the 1929 crash. Neither can control 
the market nor should either do so. But each 
is charged with a contribution to healthful finan- 
cial practices. 

Interest rates, margin requirements, truthful- 
ness in offering securities—these all are factors 
in the operation of the stock market. Wise appli- 
cation of fair safeguards does not undermine 
confidence. On the contrary, it makes for con- 
fidence. 


The Pigeon. Drop 

Human nature being what it is there probably 
always will be swindles like the “pigeon-drop” 
scheme or variations thereof. It has-been worked 
with monotonous regularity in St. Louis, perhaps 
because nobody has really tried to cut down on 
its incidence. This is too bad, Most of the vic 
tims are middle-aged or elderly women, and fre- 
quently they are taken for every cent they have. 

The “pigeon-drop” works this way: The victim 
is approached by a Stranger in, Say, a downtown 
Shop or store. The stranger announces she 
has just found a large sum of money—perhaps 
in a billfold on the floor at their feet—and says 
she is willing to share her good fortune. That is 
the lure—something for nothing. But she sug- 
gests that first she'll have to see some of the 
victim's money as evidence of “good faith” or to 
prove perhaps that the victim knows how to 
handle valuables. 

The next scene takes place in front of the 
savings window of the victim's bank. From be- 
hind the cage the teller hands out $300, $500, 
$1000 or more in nice new bills. The victim 
hands the cash to the stranger, and that is just 
about the last she sees of her money or the 
stranger. What is surprising about all this 
though, is that bank tellers never seem to sug- 
gest to persons withdrawing substantial sums 
that they take a check instead of cash, They just 
shovel out the bills and let it go at that. Maybe 
that is one of the reasons the “pigeon-drop” 
works so well in St.-Louis.

Viewing the Truman Memoirs

Political autobiographies are gener- 
ally efforts to justify the writer to pos- 
terity. 

Few American Presidents have made 
the attempt. There were only two be- 
tween the Civil War and World War I: 
Grant and Theodore Roosevelt. Both 
turned out notable performances. 


Grant, whose book was surely the most 
modest of all biographies of men of 
action, was an exception to the general 
rule; for his enter- 
prise was actuated 
by financial catas- 
trophe which had 
left him penniless. 

Roosevelt's book 
was the work of a 
skillful and prac- 
ticed pen. It re- 
vealed the man 
rather than the 
data and back- 
ground of his stint 
as President, and 
contained many 
nuggets of wisdom 
which have passed 
into the language. 

Mr. Truman’s prose is a mirror of 
himself: unaffected and unvarnished. 
His approach, however, must be put 
down as elliptical. 

Most of the questions which The 
Washington Post asked itself before 
reading Mr. Truman’s record of those 
shocked days after the death of F.D.R. 
remain unanswered.

Some New Impressions 


How much had F.D.R. briefed or 
prepared Mr. Truman for the job? 


It was stated at the time that except 
for the appearance in Congress after 
Yalta, F.D.R. never even saw Mr. Tru- 
man after his last inauguration. 


This, according to Mr. Truman, is not 
true, though the record remains pretty 
unclear. At the same time we are given 
to understand against all the testimony 
in early 1945 that Mr. Truman foresaw 
Roosevelt’s end long before the event. 


One gets the impression that Mr. Tru- 
man, though humbled and awed by his 
new responsibilities, soon brushed up 
on the immense tasks that were thrust 
upon him. 

Again this is contrary to the stories 
current at the time. 


Here he appears quick and Incisive in 
his judgments, determined from the 
start to be boss. He avows a couple of 
times that he was so mere with the 
visiting Molotov that ussian states- 
man said he had never been talked to 
like that before. 


Yet a note of a telephone conversa- 
tion with Churchill shows Truman, as 
became him, treading carefully. 


An Unanswered Question 


Those who look for new light on the 
relation with the man whom Truman 
calls “Jimmy” Byrnes will be disap- 
pointed. To read Truman, you gather he 
had Mr. Byrnes in mind as Secretary of 
State right from the start; this was 
certainly not the impression in the 
spring of 1945. 

The late “Charlie” Ross, Mr. Tru- 
man’s press secretary, went to the San 
Francisco conference on a mission to 
report on the Stettinius performance. 

And it was said to Stettinius’s 
lamentable leadership there that per- 
suaded Mr. Truman to make a change 
at the Department of State. 

For the rest, there are glimpses of 
the human Harry Truman—the devoted 
son, the exemplary family man, the 
good neighbor, the ceaseless reader. 

But in the nature of things this book, 
although it makes a very important 
contribution, can scarcely give an his- 
torical judgment on the question of 
whether or not Mr. Truman prevented 
a third world war. 


His prose is unaffected like himself, but a few of his accounts 
are open to debate, capital newspaper says; while New York 
daily finds him unusually candid for so soon after the 
event, and likes his pninhibited notes written amidst crises. 


The New York Times 


No one, least of all Mr. Truman, 
would say that this is the last word on 
the Truman Administration; but it is a 
fresh and lively picture of that Ad- 
ministration as seen from its pinnacle 
and set down, as Mr. Truman suggests, 
to help present and future generations 
know what impelled him to do as he did. 


The personal and political memoirs 
of few of our Presidents have been 
published during their lifetime; and 
even fewer—if any—have been written 
in so candid a style so soon after the 
event, and while so many of the pro- 
tagonists were still very much alive. 


Buchanan wrote in 1865 that he had 
“resolutely abstained” from the use of 
“private correspondence” in his account 
of his own Administration. 


Gen. Grant’s “Personal Memoirs” did 
not appear until almost a decade after 
he had left office. 


Theodore Roosevelt did produce his 
autobiography only about five years 
after the end of his presidential career, 
and Calvin Coolidge published his rath- 
er unrevealing one even sooner. 


*‘Didn’t Want to Be President’ 


Herbert Hoover, on the other hand, 
waited almost 20 years to publish his 
memoirs. 


The diaries of John Quincy Adams, 
of Polk, of Hayes, were not published 
until long after their death. 


But Harry Truman, as one would 
have expected of him, has lost little 
time in plunging into his own account 
of his life and his Administration. 


His comments and his judgments, 
even in some cases his presentation of 
the facts as he sees them, will arouse 
sharp and probably angry criticism. 


If it could ever be said of any man, 
surely it could be said of Harry Tru- 
man that he was the man who didn’t 
want to be President. Nor, at the time, 
was he equipped for the job. 

What thought was given, by him or 
anyone else, to the possibility of presi- 
dential succession when he was nomi- 
nated for the vice-presidency in 1944? 


And on that fateful day in April 1945 
when “the moon, the stars and all the 
planets” had fallen on him, it was Mrs. 
Roosevelt who expressed his thoughts 
in a “deeply understanding” remark: “Is 
there anything we can do for you? For 
you are the one in trouble now.” 


Valuable Material for Chroniclers 


More than once, in his revealing let- 
ters to “‘Mama and Mary,” he refers to 
the unwanted and almost unsupportable 
burden of the presidency. 


And yet one feels that as he got into 
it he took on the job with ever greater 
relish until, despite his protestations, he 
was very much enjoying himself. 


Perhaps the most amazing part of Mr. 
Truman’s account of his first year in 
the presidency is the fact that he would 
take time, in the most critical moments, 
to sit down and write one of those 
homely, chatty and utterly uninhibited 
notes to his mother and sister: on the 
day he first addressed Genmnens os 
President; on the morning of V-E day: 
in the middle of the Potsdam confer- 
ence, and so forth. 

And it is, to say the least, disarming 
of him to reprint so many of them in 
his memoirs. 

It is far too early to attempt to draw 
any conclusions on the presidency of 
Harry S. Truman. ‘Some great and 
some petty things were done. In some 
ways he was his own worst enemy. 

Whatever else he was, he was a strong 
President and will have an important 
place in the history of our country. 

His memoirs will comprise valuable 
source material when the chronicle of 
our times is written. 


Between Book Ends 


Yerby in a New Setting 
THE TREASURE OF PLEASANT VALLEY by Frank 

Yerby. (The Dial Press, #48 pgs , $3.50.) 

Frank Yerby is a eonpetine story- 
teller but the most amazing thing about 
his simply-told stories is that they find 
such a treméndously--»xide— audience. 
Since “The Foxes of Harrow” was pub- 
lished in 1946, Mr. Yerby has turned 
out a novel each year and they have 
sold well over 13,000,000 copies. 

His tenth, “The Treasure of Pleasant 
Valley,” will probably follow the sales 
pattern established by Mr. Yerby’s 
earlier books. Though the author shifts 
to a new locale, the California of the 
Gold Rush days, he peoples the color- 
ful setting with much the same type of 
southern hero and heroines that ap- 
peared in several of his best-sellers. 

Bruce Harkness leaves the old South 
Carolina plantation after his father’s 
death and journeys to California to seek 
his fortune and try to forget a woman. 
Jo Peterson, the 
woman, was a girl 
he had loved before 
he went off to the 
Mexican War with 
the Palmetto Reg- 
iment but who had 
married a neighbor- 
ing planter before 
he returned. 

The forces of evil 
appear in the per- 
son of Rufus King, 
a slick operator 
whom Bruce meets 
aboard ship when 
he sails from 
Charleston for the

long voyage around the Horn to San 


Francisco. King is suspected of doing 
away with a fellow-passenger in order 
to rob him, but Bruce can’t prove it. 
They meet again later in Sacramento, 
where Rufus King opens a gambling 
saloon called the “Blue Diamond” and 
Bruce purchases a farm in Pleasant 
Valley not far away. 

Deserted by her husband, who has 
followed Bruce Harkness to California 
and is now living in Sacramento with a 
fiery Mexican mistress, Jo Peterson de- 
cides to make the trip too, with a view 
to divorce her husband and marry 
Bruce whom she still dreams about. 

Meanwhile Bruce has met an aristo- 
cratic Mexican, Pepe de Cordoba, and 
has fallen in love with Pepe’s lovely 
peasant wife, Juana, though he is not 
completely aware of his feeling and is 
still thinking of Jo. When the beautiful 
Jo arrives in Sacramento, after a per- 
jlous trip across the Isthmus of Panama, 
the first person she meets is the un- 
savory King who quickly tells her that 
Bruce is dead, then employs her to run 
a roulette wheel in his “Blue Diamond.” 
Later, Jo drifts into an affair with King, 
though she still grieves for Bruce whom 
she believes to be dead. 

By this time it isn’t clear as to just 
how the story is going to turn out, but 
the reader will have begun to suspect 
that Jo is not quite the woman she 
seemed to be in the early pages, and it 
detracts little from the suspense Mr. 
Yerby skillfully builds up to say that 
Bruce is disillusioned when he learns 
of Jo’s relationship with King but his 
virtue is rewarded in the end when he 
finds his true happiness with Juana, 
after his friend Pepe’s death. 

Evil, too, is punished, as Mr. Yerby’s 
shallow fiction stream races swiftly on; 
Rufus King being sought out and de- 
stroyed by the legendary California 
bandit, Joaquin Murietta, while the re- 
morseful Jo Peterson moves on to San 
Francisco to open her yt i gambling 
house.

BATTLE OF THE BUDGET ARGUMENTS 


By Sam Dawson 
NEW YORK, Sept. 30 (AP). 

INCE the cold war turned into the smiling war there has 

been a growing hope that the United States budget could 

be balanced—and taxes cut. But some bankers are urging 
‘today that we do better than that—more than balance the budget 
so that the huge federal debt can be cut. To 
do this probably would mean putting off the 
longed-for tax cuts for awhile. | 

Budget making time is here. It is one 
of the most controversial and important func- 
tions that will be going on while the Presi- 
dent isn’t on hand to referee. Already Wash- 
ington reports that the Secretary of the 
Treasury would like to see one billion dollays 
trimmed from present spending plans, ahd #4 
that the Secretary of Defense fears that any @ 
cut in defense plans at this time would be 
dangerous. He apparently suspects the Russian 
smile is warmer than its heart is likely to be. 

THE PLEA TO PUT FEDERAL DEBT reduction ahead of 
tax relief is made by the Guaranty Trust Co. in its October 
Survey, out today. The federal debt has risen above 277 billion 
dollars and the Treasury is expected to borrow another three 
billion shortly. Interest payments top $6,500,000,000 a year— 
one tenth of the total budget. 

“The fact is that the public debt is not owed by ‘ourselves’ 
to ‘ourselves’,” the bank’s economists point out. It is owed 
by the taxpayers to the bondholders. To some extent, of course, 
these two groups overlap, but they are far from identical. The 
cost of carrying the debt is a fixed charge upon some citizens 
for tite benefit of others. More specifically, it is for the most 
part a charge on productive effort, a burden on those who work, 
produce, save and invest.” 

THE BANK HOLDS THAT NOW IS THE logical time to 
start cutting the debt—a time of business boom when infla- 
tionary pressure is building up. It thinks business activity will 
continue to move moderately upward for a few more months 
and doubts if the President’s illness will have much effect on 
this trend. High taxes, in other words, will hurt less as long 
as almost everyone is prospering. The bank’s idea that tax cuts 
should wait is unlikely to prove very, popular—either with indi-

MAHWAH, N.J.. Sept. 30 
(AP)—Henry Ford II said last 
night the Ford Motor Co. would 
spend a record $500,000 000 on 
expansion in 1956. 

Ford said the money would 
come from earnings, not bor- 
rowing. He cited the program 


as proof of “our convictions 
about the future of the Ameri- 
can economy.” 


A Ford spokesman said the 
amount was thought to be the 
greatest ever for expansion by 
a corporation of Ford’s size in 
a single year. 


Ford, president of the compa- 
ny, disclosed the plan in con- 
junction with the dedication of 
a new car and truck assembly 
plant. He spoke at a dinner at 
nearby Ramsey, N.J. 

Last April Ford told a news- 
paper advertising meeting that 
the company planned to spend 
$625,000,000 on new plants, 
equipment and property in the 
next three years. 

A spokesman said last night 
that figure had been superseded 
and that the $500,000,000 was 
the first concrete announce- 
ment of what the company has 


in mind for 1956.

Jack Cole has gotten together some intriguing dance num- 
bers, inc.<d'ng one burlesque cannibal affair in which the 
dainty n:crsels in the cooking pot are Jane Russell and 
Jeanne Crain, and Mary Loos and R‘:ard Sale have written 
and directed it into a properly frivolous and entertaining 
affair. 

Miss Russell and Miss Crain are the Jones Sisters, a 
raven-haired night-club act who have come to Paris, where 
their mother and aunt made a sensation, mostly with mil- 
lionaires and wolves, in 1926. These girls are on the 


_ modest side, insisting on wearing clothes in their act, and 


have a tough time getting started, even with Agent Scott 
Brady's publicity stunts, but become a sensation too when 
an unknown millionaire lavishes gifts on them and creates 
a satisfactory scandal. Miss Russell is simply lost as a 
comedienne, but fortunately she has the charming and chic 
Miss Crain to bolster her up in that department. On the 
night-club act side, Jane is more in her own in the physical 
equipment department, but this customer at least was 
inclined to keep his eyes on Jeanne, and I suppose that is 
the test as to which is more fascinating. Incidentally, if 
that is Jeanne’s own singing voice, it’s a dulcet doozey. 

Alan Young shows up well in some of his wistful 
comedy, and Rudy Vallee, playing Rudy Vallee grown gray 
(there’s realism for you) recalls the days of Parisian glory 
with the old Jones Sisters, who were something like the 
Dolly Sisters, thereby giving a chance for some amusing 
musical takeoffs. 


College Burlesque 


“HOW TO BE VERY, VERY POPULAR,” at the FOX, 
tries strenuously to be a zany comedy which introduces two 
night-club chorus girls in brief costumes into a boys’ dormi- 
tory in a California college. Betty Grable and Sheree North 
look the type as they flee from a San Fran- 
cisco joint after the murder of a Chinese 
strip-teaser by an insane baldheaded man, 
but they aren’t good comediennes, and 
even if they were, Director-Writer-Pro- 
ducer Nunnally Johnson has fallen down 
badly in giving them anything clever or 
actually funny to do. 

The plot, about how every baldheaded man on the 
campus to atténd a graduation is seized as a suspect, and 
how Miss North is accidentally hypnotized, is much too 
strained, too far-fetched and completely unsubtle and un- 
believable even for the wildest faree. Miss North comes out 
of her trance to vibrate like a dervish at any word resem- 
bling “Salome,” such as salami and slimy; it may have been 
mildly amusing the first time, but when it happens in the 
middle of a dull graduation speech and turns into a jam- 
session, it's simply too impossible to bring a laugh. That 
usually adroit light comedian, Robert Cummings, as a man 
who's been going to college.17 years, finds himself reduced 
to bopping baldheaded men over the head as they come 
into his room. 

This has attempted to go off-beat by having Charles 
Coburn, as the college president, quite willing to graduate 
Orson Bean, a perpetual freshman who has been expelled, 
for a million-dollar. donation from Orson’s father; and. by 
having the father, Fred Clark, get ecstatic when he finds 
his son has been a roisterer, girl-chaser and wastrel. These 
touches are different, sure, but they just aren’t amusing. 

The co-feature is “A PRIZE OF GOLD,” an English- 
made film in which Richard Widmark, as a sergeant in the 
American Air Force air police, plots with a British counter- 
part and a dissolute British pilot to highjack a half million 
dollars worth of gold bullion on an airplane. It had its pos- 
sibilities as sheer melodrama; but its excitement is unfor- 
tunately dissipated by trying to make Widmark’s motive for 
the crime implausibly noble—to pay for sending German 
orphans to Brazil—and by his sudden turnabout after the 
crime when he insists on giving back the bullion. 


The Foreign Legion Reaches a New Low 


I have suffered through many a desert horse-opera 
and Foreign Legion epic in my time, but believe me, I have 
never hurt worse than with “DESERT SANDS,” at the 
ORPHEUM—the only reason I didn’t flee after the first 
reel was because two swarthy guys in dirty 
awning robes held scimitars to my throat. 
So I can report that the Legionnaires de- 
fending Fort Valeau against the Arab 
hordes, while they couldn’t keep them out 

when they had machineguns and rifles, 
D , later whip them practically barehanded 

with the aid of plunging horses after 
they've been taken prisoner. 

The details of military tactics are even more ludicrous 
than the acting and the dialogue, which are plenty funny in 
a revolting fashion. Ralph Meeker is an American captain 
of Legionnaires, who seems to be completely lost in Sahara 
melodramatics, and J. Carro] Naish is the traditional tough 
Legion sergeant. Marla English is an Arab princess who 
happens to wander in with the conquerors, complete with 
plush tent and decolette gown, and, can you imagine, falls 
in love with the Legion captain.

HE story of an ancient craft 

—known to Greek warriors, 

Babylonian artisans and 
Roman emperors—is told in a 
collection of cameos, many of 
them carved by Fritz Schmidt, 
an early-day St. Louis gem cut- 
ter, and now owned by his 
nephew, Edgar J. Schmidt, St. 
Louis jeweler. 


On display in the main hall of 
the St. Louis Public Library 
through Oct. 15, the collection 
contains more than 50 cameos 
and their opposites in the gem 
cutting world—intaglios — as 
well as the tools which carved 
the intricate designs in pains- 
taking detail. 


Some are the tawny red tone, 
so frequently associated with 
cameos. Some are black and 
white, blue, green or a rich, 
golden tan. Some were carved 
from shells, by hand, while 
others are of agate, so hard 
that only power-driven tools 
can make an impression in the 
gem’s surface. 


The elder Schmidt brought 
along an extensive knowledge 
of cameos and an inherited love 
for beautiful gems when he 
came to St. Louis from his 
native Idar-Oberstein, Germany, 
in the nineteenth century. He 
left here, however, as a young 
man and continued his lucra- 
tive and specialized career in 
Chicago and Denver. 


“T used to watch him at 
work,” said Edgar Schmidt, 


“and that’s how I became inter- 
ested in the craft. In his later 
years, as his eyesight began to 
fail a little, he couldn't stay 
with the work too long at a 
time, but even then he could 


make a cameo in about 24 


hours, spread over three days.” 

Schmidt answered the first 
question in a layman’s mind 
about cameos—whether they are 
carved of one piece, or if the 
head or figure is superimposed 
on a flat surface of a different 
color. 

“It is made of two layers, all 
right,” he said, “but those lay- 
ers are God-made, not man- 
made.” 


’*~ *« * 
E picked up a rough, uncut 
H piece of agate included in 
the collection. It was 
striped, in irregular pattern of 
red and white. 

“The agate or shell is cut in 
a slab,” he said, “so that there 
are two contrasting layers. It is 
then ground to a flat oval or 
rectangular piece which is one 
color on one side, one color on 
the other. 

“The design then is cut from 
one layer only, so that it stands 
out in relief against the bottom 
layer. That's how you will find 
a white head on a coral base, or 
a black figure on a white base.” 

The tools and methods of 
cameo cutting depend, of course, 
on the raw materials. Shell, 
such as mother of pearl, is so 
soft that it can be carved with 
corborundum wheels, steel bars 
or files. The harder agate can 
be cut only with power tools,

“charged” with diamond dust. 


There is no preliminary trac 
ing of the figure on the storie be- 
fore the cutting begin’, Schmidt 
said. The artist usually works 
from a photograph, and the col- 
lection at the Library shows 
amazing accuracy in the almost 
microscopic details of facial fea- 
tures. This is especially note- 
worthy in the cameo carved 
from a photograph of Schmidt's 
father, N. F. Peter Schmidt, also 
an early-day St. Louls jeweler.

Damp and Leaky Basements. 


friendly reader wrote to us 
A saying that after reading 

the first six articles in this 
wet basement series he’s de- 
cided to just give up and make 
his basement into a nice aquar- 
ium for a whale sent him by 
his brother-in-law, Maybe he’s 
got a point. Anyway, we shall 
continue to plod along as best 
we can. 


There yare many basements 
that have leaky floors rather 
than walls. This is quite natural 
as the floor is at a lower level 
than the walls. When water 
pressure builds up under the 
floor, it forces its way up 
through the porous concrete 
and you have a flooded base- 
ment. The cure for this one is 
to cover the floor with a water- 
proof membrane which is rein- 
forced with a 3-inch concrete 
surface which serves as the 
floor. 


The first thing to do is re- 
pair any cracks in the floor, 
remove any paint and roughen 
it up slig'atly with a cold chisel. 
Next you apply a coat of hot 
tar or asphalt compound. This 
goes in an even coating over 
the entire floor and about two 
feet up on the walls. Now you 
cover this with asphalt felt. 
The felt should be overlapped 
at the seams by about four 
inches and should extend up 
the walls two feet. 

Apply more of the hot tar 
or asphalt over the felt paper 
and then lay another layer of 
paper at right angles to the 
first layer. You should have 
three layers of paper with hot 
tar asphalt between each layer. 
Over the final layer of paper 
goes a 3-inch slab of concrete 
and cement plaster is applied 
to the lower portion of thg. 
wall where the paper ahd tar 
or asphalt was applied. ‘

Popular subjects for cameos 
are mystical gods, such as Mer- 
cury, beautiful women or Ro- 
man emperors. Use of the lat- 
ter, Schmidt said, apparently 
developed from the old custom 
of designing individual intaglios 
as identifying seals for generals 
and government officials. An 
intaglio differs from a cameo 
in that the figure is cut in to 
the surface so that when 
pressed into sealing wax, its de- 
sign identifies the owner. 

Even though the story of cam-

eos threads back across the cen- 
turies even to the Babylonian 
civilization centuries. before 
Christ, the modern art has been 


centered in Germany and Italy, 
Schmidt said. Germany is 
known for agate cameos, while 
shell cameos are made by Ital- 
ian artists. Turning out cameo 
jewelry was the major industry 
in the German town where his 
uncle and father were born, 
since agate was plentiful in the 
surrounding mountains. 


“But I'm afraid it’s a lost art,” 
he said. “It requires such pa- 
tience and painstaking work on 
the part of the cameo maker 
that few jewelers and gem cut- 
ters want to tackle it. Maybe 
the world is moving too fast 
these days.”

6 6 0 UR first child has been such a problem since enter- 
ing school,” a reader writes. “He was not finish- 
ing his work in the second grade and we kept get- 

ting the con’ a school that he acted more like a first 

grader. They suggested 
he repeat the second 
grade. We didn’t agree 
because we felt he was 
capable of doing the work. 

And what work he did fin- 

ish was correct. So we 

felt it was more a matter 
of finding some way of 
getting his interest. 

“He is now in fifth 
grade and still having the 
same thing said. He acts 
more like a third grader 

; ; in his behavior, does not 
finish his work. And we got the report if his work doesn’t 
improve he will have to repeat fifth grade. We feel that 
this will just hamper any chances of his wanting to work. 

The problem isn’t that he can’t do the work as we have 

just had him tested and his I.Q. was above average. 
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“THERE IS A NEW TEACHER in the other fifth grade 
and we have asked that he be transferred to his class (as he 
loves being with men and his father). If this fails, I just 
wondered if you would have any other suggestion. He 
works beautifully even for teacher, if she stands right over 
him, But as you know they can’t do this in our public 
schools.

T has been well established 
| that women who work, for the 

most part, do so because they 
need either to add to the fami- 
ly’s economic security or they 
must assume it. From my own 
experience I would say that the 
women who work solely for 
“ego satisfaction” are relatively 
rare, although there are cre- 
ative women who to function 
well as wives and mothers must 
carry on some kind of career if 
only in a limited way. 

Some particularly talented 
women are somehow able to run 
a home well, be excellent moth- 
ers and carry on a very busy 
career. They have my admira- 
tion, but I don’t know how they 
do it. And it seems to me that 
too often something or some- 
one has to suffer — often the 
hardpressed career woman most 
of all. 
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NOW, IDEALLY, the woman 
who works outside of her home, 
at least par of the day, needs 
someone for part of the week 
to carry on the duties at home 
she cannot meet herself. I will 
concede that the woman who 
hates housework and who is not 
very good at it very probably 
does better if she earns the 
money for at least some part- 
time help to relieve her of what 
she does not do well, or dis- 
likes, in homemaking. 

But I’ve known women whose 
money-making abilities were so 
slight that they were able to 
hold down full-time jobs out- 
side of the home that yielded 
only sufficient income to pay 
the wages of quite-inferior 
household help. As a result, the 
husbands felt neglected, the 
children felt insecure and the 
woman herself felt’ guilty. 
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I BELIEVE THAT NO GIRL 
should be raised without the 
kind of education that will en- 
able her to earn her own liv- 
ing should she need to do so. 
And I like to see girls work 
at paid jobs before marriage. 

I like to see older women, 
after their children are grown, 
go back.into the work for which 
they were prepared, to a great- 
er or lesser degree, depending 
on their own circumstances, de- 
sires, and the economic situa- 
tion of the country. 

And certainly those women 
who have not been prepared 
for the earning of a living in 
the business world but who are 
wonderful housekeepers are 
also building toward true eco- 
nomic security. Older women 
who are expert at baby care, at 


house management, at fine 
cooking and sewing will in- 
creasingly find a world that 


cries out for these services on 
any basis whatsoever—part or 
full time.
